fires burning, one a coal fire nod one 
a wood fire.

answ er to my question, “ b u t we are 
gettin g along all rig h t. 
We have to 
be saving, though, for my husband can 
find very little to do to earn money. 
We have plenty to eat, and I th in k we 
are able to get th rcugh the w in ter.” 
R elieved By Alderm an W inslow. 


A lderm an W inslow had a case sent 
to him the other day by one of the 
ladies of the Associated Charities. 
“ This fam ily has nothing to eat, nor 
nothing to w ear: they are w ithout 
fuel to burn, and I wish you would 
supply them as you have more relief 
money th an we have,” said the Asso- 
| elated Charity lady in her note. 
The alderm an took it for granted 
th a t the fam ily were really destitute 
and sent them everything they w anted 
to eat.

which said, “ This wo nan is very poor, 
has a large fam ily a n i is really in 
need of fo9d. 
Please give her a good 
supply, and if you have no funds in 
ycur possession, charge the bill to me 
and I w ill pay it.” 
‘ I didn’t stop to question th e w o­ 
m an, b u t gave her a good supply of 
provisions and sent them to her home. 
It was tw o or th ree days before w e 
discovered th a t she was keeping a 
boarding house, bad five regular board­ 
ers, and furnished meals for fifteen 
cents.” 
Poorm aster Kenyon, too, has varied 
experiences in distributing aid, and is 
frequently imposed upon.
